REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not show or fairly suggest the claimed invention of a process 
for forming a coating of an encapsulated electrophoretic medium on a conductive 
portion of a substrate having the claimed structure and claimed limitations, wherein a 
rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be improper. Please particularly note the 
combination of claimed elements and claimed limitations, including as recited in claim 1, 
a process for forming a coating of an encapsulated electrophoretic medium on a 
conductive portion of a substrate, the process comprising dispersing in a fluid a plurality 
of capsules each comprising a capsule wall, a suspending fluid encapsulated within the 
capsule wall and a plurality of electrically charged particles suspended in the 
suspending fluid and capable of moving therethrough on application of an electric field 
to the capsule; contacting the conductive portion of the substrate with the fluid; and 
applying a potential difference between the conductive portion of the substrate and a 
counter-electrode in electrical contact with the fluid, thereby causing capsules to be 
deposited upon the conductive the portion of the substrate. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is considered to be in condition for allowance as 
being novel and nonobvious over the prior art.
